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DURAND ENGRAVING COMPANIES—2 
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C.C. WRIGHT & DURAND (1833-1835) 


In the New York City directory for the year 1834/35 
there is listed the firm of Wright, Durand & Co., 
“xylographic printers,” at 45 Maiden Lane, this being 
its first and last appearance. Evidence has only 
recently been discovered, in the form of a billhead of 
the firm in the Durand collection of Frank W. Rosell, 
that its correct name was C. C. Durand & Wright, its 
members being given as Charles C. Wright, Cyrus 
Durand, and N. Smith Prentiss, and their business 
title as “Xylographic and Copper-Plate Printers and 
Engravers” (the first term referring to the woodcut 
art). In The Illustrated Magazine of Art sketch referred 
to previously it is stated that “In 1833 he engaged 
with Wright and Prentice in the xylographic printing 
of ornamental labels—a branch of business that 
flourished for a while, and was very profitable. In 
1835 he left the firm ... “ If these dates are correct, 
then this firm should be entered in the table at the 
beginning of this article in accordance with the sec- 
ond line at the head of this section, with the person- 
nel just mentioned. In the 1835/36 directory the firm 
becomes Wright & Prentiss, although Cyrus Durand 
is individually listed at the same address, 45 Maiden 
Lane. The new firm continues to be listed at this 
address till 1838/39. No further information about 
Prentiss is available in the usual biographies. 


The note printed at the top of the billhead mentioned 
is rather interesting; it reads as follows: 


C. C. WRIGHT & DURAND particularly request the atten- 
tion of all persons who may favor them with orders for 
Plates, to the following:—From the commencement of their 
establishment they adopted a rule from which it is express- 
ly understood that they will in no case depart,—that all 
Plates executed by them are to be always retained in their

jprotect their customers from the attempts 
“of those who would take duplicates from 
the plate at very little cost, and to the injury of the person 
entitled to their sole use. All orders in their line are accept- 
ed by the firm on the above conditions, which it is hoped 
will be satisfactory to, as it is for the interest of, all parties. 


The arrangement referred to as “existing between the 
Banks and their Note Engravers” (this statement 
indicating, incidentally, that this firm was not 
engaged in bank note engraving) was one that was 
supposed to be adhered to by all the reputable.bank 
note engraving companies, to lessen the opportuni- 
ties of the counterfeiters; but we find references here 
and there to lapses in this policy. What appears to be 
such a lapse by even Durand, Perkins & Co. is to be 
noted on a document amongst the Durand papers in 
the New-York Historical Society collection. Thus on 
a shipping receipt dated Sept.11, 1828, signed by 
John Bailey, n/laster of the Packet Ship “Queen 
Mab,” for two sealed boxes consigned to Joseph 
Wheeler, Esq., Augusta, Georgia, care of Messrs. 
Ketchum & Burroughs, Savannah, the following 
notation is written at the bottom: 


One Box contains 

3000 Imps. 4-5-5.5 Merchants & Planters bills 

6000 — 1-1-2-3 Merchants & Planters bills 

2100 — 50-100 Merchants & Planters bills 

The other Box was sent here by Mr. Wheeler contents 
unknown—In addition to its contents when recd by us we 
put in the five plates engd for said Bank—viz one of 1-1-2- 
3—one of 4-5-5-5 one of 10-10-20-20 one of 50-100 & the 
cashiers check plate. 


It is from such surviving records as the above that we 
are sometimes able to get a bit of first hand knowIl- 
edge of the customs and practices of the bank note 
engravers of a century and more ago. 


Of incidental interest in connection with the bills of 
the company here illustrated is the name of their cus- 
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tomer, Seth Low & Co. At that period there were a 
number of prominent and wealthy Lows in New 
York and Brooklyn; and in more recent times New 
York has had a Seth Low as Mayor (1022-03). Before 
that he was president of Columbia University (1890- 
1901), and the architecturally beautiful Seth Low 
Library building on Morningside Heights remains a 
monument to his memory. 


According to The Illustrated Magazine of Art story 
from which we have been quoting, after Cyrus quit 
the firm of C. C. Durand & Wright in 1835 he “went 
out west in company with his brother-in-law [Elias 
Wade Jr.?], intending to purchase a farm and retire 
from the hard selfish struggles of life, in which he 
never had any pleasure...“ And then, “After his 
return from the west, he purchased a small place in 
Camptown, New Jersey, within three miles of his 
native village, and built a showy Tuscan cottage 
upon it, and also a factory for the manufacture of fine 
machinery. This was in the year 1836.” From this it is 
obvious that his sojourn in the west, wherever he 
might have been, was relatively brief. 


Before continuing with Cyrus Durand’s career in the 
bank note engraving business, and to pursue a 
chronological treatment of our subject, there are two 
other companies to be considered which involve a 
Durand not yet encountered. 


CASILEAR, DURAND & CO. 
(1834-1835) 


This firm is listed in the New York directory for only 
one year, 1834/35, at 53 William Street; and at the 
same address, listed as engravers, are John W.

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Casilear and Theodore Durand, the two principals. 
There is no information available as to who else may 
have been in the company. Casilear is treated thus in 
Stauffer: 


Casilear, John W. 

Born in New York June 25, 1811; died August 17, 1893. At 
the age of I5, Casilear was apprenticed to the engraver 
Peter Maverick and after a time he became an excellent 
line-engraver; his large plate of “A Sibyl,” after the paint- 
ing by Daniel Huntington, being an admirable example of 
pure line work. 


Having studied bank-note engraving under Maverick and 
A. H. Durand, he was engaged in that business for some 
years, and about 1854 [?] he became a member of the bank- 
note engraving firm of Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co., 
of New York [?]. But having become interested in oil, and 
having studied painting in Europe in 1840, and in 1857, 
Casilear became a landscape-painter of reputation. He was 
an Associate Academician in 1851. 


Casilear engraved plates in conjunction with J. W. 
Paradise; and other plates are signed Casilear, Capewell & 
Kimmel. 


Thus it appears that Casilear followed much the 
same career as Asher H. Durand, even having been 
apprenticed to Peter Maverick. He left the firm of 
Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear & Co. in 1854, the name 
of this firm then becoming Toppan, Carpenter & Co: 
His nephew George W. Casilear later became Chief 
Engraver of the U. S. Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 


All that Stauffer has to say about Theodore Durand 
is that he “was a script engraver, working in New 
York in 1835,” which meagre information was prob-

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ably obtained from the New York directory. He is 
first listed in the directory for 1833/34 as an 
engraver, at 31 Grand St., the next year at 53 William 
St., in 1835/36 at 50 Wall St., and in 1836/37 at 19 
Ann St., home 104 Green St. After that the “widow of 
Theodore Durand” is listed at a different address. 
None of the other biographies mention him, and his 
name is missing from the Durand genealogical 
records consulted. It is supposed, however, that he 
was a member of the family under consideration; 
possibly a nephew of Cyrus and Asher. 


CASILEAR, DURAND, BURTON & EDMONDS 
(1835-1836) 


In the 1835/36 directory there is found a reorganiza- 
tion of the firm of Casilear, Durand & Co., with the 
addition of the names Burton and Edmonds, now at 
50 Wall Street. The new firm is found again in the 
1836/37 directory and then disappears. So here 
again was a short lived partnership. The new mem- 
bers were James R. Burton, listed continuously from 
1824 to the time of the Civil War, as a printer, or cop- 
perplate printer, and sometimes as an engraver; and 
William Edmonds, listed as an engraver at the 50 
Wall Street address for the two years that the firm 
existed, and for one more year (1837/38) at 26 Wall 
Street. After that his name is not found. ‘ 


These last two associates are not mentioned in the art 
biographies consulted, and about all that can be put 
down here concerning them is the scanty record con- 
tained in the directories. With both Casilear and 
Durand dropping out in 1836, the firm continued as 
Burton & Edmonds for about a year, changing in 
quick succession to Burton, Gurley & Edmonds, 26 
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Wall St., and then Burton & Gurley, at 20 Wall St., in 
1838/39, the latter firm disappearing from the suc- 
ceeding directories. 


DURAND & CO. 
(1839-1842) 


The previously quoted article in The Illustrated 
Magazine of Art continues with the biography of 
Cyrus Durand thus: “We find, in the following year 
[1837], the firm of Durand & Co., bank-note 
engravers. This partnership continued for two years 
and better, and was anything but a happy or prof- 
itable engagement for him. It was dissolved in 1840.” 


Here again there is some discrepancy as to dates in 
comparison with the record in the directories. The 
firm is first listed in 1839/40 at 26 Wall Street, the 
next two years at the same address, and in 1842/43 
at 115 Merchants Exchange, there being no directory 
for the following year. After that it appears no more. 
The principal in this business was Cyrus Durand, but 
who constituted the “Company” is not known. A 
puzzling fact is that Cyrus is individually listed in 
the 1839/40 directory with. business address 14 Gold 
Street and home 122 Cedar Street; and in 1840/41, 
business 33 1/2 Ann Street, home 16 City Hall Place; 
after that he is not listed individually until 1846/47, 
when his business is at 35 Spence Street and home in 
New Jersey. 


The above mentioned biography treating of this peri- 
od of his life has the following: “About the period 
last-mentioned, we find him the inventor of the red- 
letter, for the greater security of bank-notes against 
counterfeiting by alterations; and also a machine for

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printing calico from rollers. This machine was a prac- 
tical thing, and produced some pleasing work, espe- 
cially for curtain and furniture calico.” With regard 
to the “red-letter” invention, an advertisement by the 
firm in Hunt’s Merchants’ Magazine and Commercial 
Review for February, 1843, is more or less explanato- 
ry. It is headed BANKING INSTITUTIONS, continu- 


ing thus: 


Are informed, that DURAND & CO. have lately made an 
improvement in Bank Note Engraving and Printing, in a 
style which cannot be counterfeited, or the denomination 
altered. 


The vast amount of altered bills now in circulation, makes 
their discovery of a Chemical Unalterable Red Ink, in 
which the denominations are printed, of the utmost impor- 
tance. The following certificates from eminent chemists 
corroborate its value. 


Certificates to the Permanence of the Red Ink:—1 have test- 
ed some specimens of bank note printing, handed to me by 
Messrs. Durand & Co., for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the red coloured letters could be removed by 
chemical or other means, without injuring the dark- 
coloured ink or the paper. The results of the various trials 
I have made, fully satisfy me, the red letters cannot be 
removed without disfiguring the face of the bill, so as to 
render the alteration evident. 


JAMES R. CHLLTON, M.D. 
New York. March 20th, 1841. 


Two other testimonials of like nature follow, one 
signed by JOHN MILHAU, Chemist, All dated 1841. 
The fact that this advertisement appeared in 
February, I843, would seem to indicate that the firm 
did not Go out of existence before this time, or not 


much before. The following excerpt from a column 
in the Boston Courier of July 11, 1844, copied from 
Thompson's Reporter, bears on the matter of its termi- 
nation. 


Frauds on Frauds. [From Thompson’s Reporter.] We issue 
the “Reporter” for the 1st of July, a few days in advance, in 
order to guard our subscribers against a number of the 
most dangerous frauds which have ever been passed on 
the public. 


It appears that some years since the dies, vignettes, denom- 
inations, &c., &c., of the bank note engraving house of 
Durand & Co. were sold at auction, and now they have 
fallen into the hands of counterfeiters, who are manufac- 
turing counterfeits on banks in every section of the coun- 
try. The engraving being of a superior order, there is but 
little difference between the counterfeit and genuine notes, 
and in some cases it is impossible, even for good judges, to 
say, with certainty, which are good, and which are bad. 
The counterfeits which have recently come to our knowl- 
edge, are-... 


In W. L. Ormsby’s 1852 book mentioned earlier there 
is further reference to the failure of Durand & Co., 
and the scattering of their dies; and also to the simi- 
lar fate of “the unfortunate firms of Woodruff & 
Hammond, of Cincinnati; of Terry, Pelton & Co., of 
Boston; of the Boston Bank Note Company; and of 
Hall, Packard & Co., of Albany”; and likewise to the 
New York firm of Burton, Edmonds & Co. In collect- 
ing and studying bank notes one is likely to see 
numerous examples of the occurrence of Durand 
dies on notes of other companies, as well as on notes 
made by the counterfeiters. 


Durand & Co. put out several beautiful Specimen 
Sheets of their engraving work, on one of which is 
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Portion of a Specimen Sheet of Durand & Co. 
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given the additional address of 136 Chestnut St., 
Philadelphia, where some one no doubt represented 
the firm as agent. Another carries the names of two 
other representatives or associates, viz., Durand, 
Hammond & Mason, Cincinnati, Ohio, and V. Balch 
& Co., Albany. These firms we will look into next. 


DURAND, HAMMOND & MASON 
CINCINNATI, OHIO 


With the exception of Cyrus Durand, who almost 
certainly never resided in Cincinnati, we have little 
or no information about this firm or its members. 
There is but one specimen of their work in the New- 
York Historical Society collection, and none has been 
seen elsewhere. This is a Treasury Warrant of the 
County of St. Louis for two dollars, and has the 
engraved partial date 184-. The left vignette has been 
cut out [below]. 


In the Cincinnati directories of this period that are 
available there is no mention of Durand, Hammond 
& Mason, but we find Woodruff & Hammond listed 
in 1840 as “bank note engravers, corner 4th & Main” 
(the firm that Ormsby mentions as having failed). 
William Woodruff is listed as a member of W. & 
Hammond, and a native of Pennsylvania; Stauffer 
records a William Woodruff who moved from 
Philadelphia to Cincinnati after 1824. J. L. Woodruff, 
native of New York, is listed as an “engraver at Wm. 
Woodruff’s”, and John S. Woodruff, same state, is 
listed as a printer. (It will be recalled that Cyrus 
Durand’s wife Phoebe Wade had married first a 
Woodruff.) There is a Zelotes Mason, bank-note 
engraver (Pa.) in the 1840 directory; Stauffer men- 
tions William G. Mason, of Philadelphia, 1822-45. We 
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find no Hammond in the Cincinnati directories, but 
in Stauffer there is J. T. Hammond in Philadelphia in 
1839——"but later he seems to have removed to St. 
Louis.” (Could it have been to Cincinnati?) Possibly 
some of our readers may be able to enlighten us fur- 
ther on Durand, Hammond & Mason. 
V. BALCH — C. DURAND 

This combination of names has only recently been 
discovered; it appears on a proof sheet of four notes 
(on soft card) of the Montgomery County Bank, 
Johnstown, N. Y., $1, 3, 5, 10, one of which is here 
illustrated. The name V. Balch is engraved on the 
bottom of each note on the left and C. Durand on the 
right, with no address. The engraved date is not com- 
pleted. This imprint is not found in the New-York 
Historical Society collection, nor do we recall seeing 
there any of.the vignettes used on these four notes, 
though the lathe work seems to be characteristic of 
that of Cyrus Durand. His partner here was Vistus 
Balch, who was principal in the firm of V. Balch & 
Co. mentioned above, and the vignettes were proba- 
bly those of that firm. V. Balch, engraver, is individ- 
ually listed in the New York directories from 1826 to 
1833. There were also New York partnerships of 
Balch, Stiles & Co., 1828-1831, Balch, Stiles, Wright & 
Co., 1831-1832, and V. Balch & Co., 1833; and in the 
Albany directory V. Balch & Co. is listed from 1840 to 
1843. The imprint of V. Balch & Co., N. Y. is found on 
an undated $5 note of the Union Bank, Dover, N. J., 
in the writer’s collection, and the imprint of V. Balch 
Sr. Alby. appears on an engraved and ornamented 
receipt, pen dated January 6, 1842, which has one of 
the Durand & Co. stock vignettes. 
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Proof of a Treasury Warrant 
with the Imprint of Durand, Hammond & Mason 
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The V. Balch—C. Durand notes, together with the 
appearance of V. Balch & Co. on one of his specimen 
sheets, leave no doubt that Vistus Balch was one of 
Cyrus’s associates in the bank note engraving busi- 
ness. Stauffer’s brief biography of Balch is as follows: 


Balch, Vistus 

Born in Williamstown, Mass., Feb. 18, 1799; died Rt 
Johnstown, N. Y., Oct. 25, 1884. Vistus Balch was the son of 
Joseph and Mary (Watson) Balch, and a lineal descendant 
of John Balch who came to Cape Ann, Colony of 
Massachusetts Bay, in 1625, from Somersetshire, England. 


Vistus Balch first appears as an engraver in Utica, N. Y., 
where he worked largely for the book publisher W. 
Williams. of that place. He was also for a time a member of 
the engraving firm of Balch, Rawdon & Co., of Albany, N. 
Y. About 1830, he left Utica for New York with Samuel 
Stiles; and under the firm name of Balch & Stiles they did 
considerable work in the latter city. Over his own name 
Balch engraved plates for the “New York Mirror,” and a 
large number of portraits and book illustrations for the 
publishers. He worked in line and his plates possess merit. 
Balch drew upon stone, about 1825;a very creditable por- 
trait of Dr. Samuel L. Mitchell, which was published by 
Imbert, the pioneer lithographer of New York City. 

After the failure of Durand & Co., Cyrus was not 
connected with any engraving company for several 
years; but he was active in improving the geometri- 
cal lathe, and with other mechanical inventions. 
According to the aforementioned magazine sketch, 
“In 1846 he invented a routing machine for cutting 
figures on type-metal rollers for oil-cloth printing, 
which worked well, and performed the labour of 
several hands.” 


DURAND, BALDWIN & CO. 
(1849-1850) 
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The principals in this firm were Cyrus Durand and 
George D. Baldwin, the firm and each member indi- 
vidually being listed in the New York directory for 
1849/50 and 1850/51 at 40 Wall Street. Albert G. 
Durand, engraver, was also listed at that address for 
the same years and for the preceding year 1848/1849, 
With home in New Jersey. He was a son of Cyrus, 
and may have been a member of the firm, or at least 
an employee. He died in 1849 (family records). 


None of the biographical dictionaries of artists have 
anything about George D. Baldwin, and little is 
known beyond the fact that after this firm’s dissolu- 
tion he was a member of several other engraving 
companies, as Baldwin, Adams & Co., at the same 
address, 40 Wall St., from 1851 to 1854, and then 
Baldwin, Bald & Cousland, New York branch of the 
Philadelphia firm of Bald, Cousland & Co. He with- 
drew from the latter connection just before the con- 
solidation into the American Bank Note Co. in 1858, 
and is individually listed in the New York directory 
for several years thereafter, at different addresses. 
Very few notes have been seen with the imprint of 
Durand, Baldwin & Co., and there are no proofs of 
theirs in the Durand collection of the New-York 
Historical Society or that of the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art. The company probably did very lit- 
tle business, and their notes are scarce. 


The demise of Durand, Baldwin & Co. marked the 
end of Cyrus’s career as a principal in any engraving 
company; but according to the two articles in The 
Illustrated Magazine of Art for 1854 mentioned at the 
beginning of this study, he was at that time with 
Danforth, Wright & Co., New York, “an extensive 
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A Proof Note with the Separate Imprints of V. Balch and C. Durand. 
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and rapidly-increasing establishment, well orga- 
nized for the production of bank-notes, with new 
machine-work and fine designs. It is the only estab- 
lishment that can produce new work from the geo- 
metrical lathe: Cyrus Durand is the only man living 
who is able to work such lathes, and he is. connected 
with it.” This company was one of those combining 
to form the American Bank Note Co., but Cyrus 
became a member of the rival National Bank Note 
Co., where he remained till his death in 1868; men- 
tion has already been made of his beautiful lathe 
engraving for that company, on U. S. currency. Even 
more definitely than his brother Asher B. can he be 
connected with our stamps, for to him is credited the 
delicate lathe work on the 1¢, 3¢, 5¢, 10¢ and 20¢ 
stamps of the 1861 issue, for which the National had 
the government contract. (C. W. Brazer, Collectors Club 
Philatelist, Vol. 17, No. 4, p. 287.) 


OTHER DURAND ENGRAVERS 


This completes our roundup of the numerous 
Durand engraving companies, but with many gaps 
in the story remaining to be filled in. during its com- 
pilation two or three other Durands have been 
encountered who were recorded as engravers, but 
who were not principals in any of the organizations 
mentioned, and it may be worth while to include 
them here. One of these, Albert C:. Durand, a.son of 
Cyrus, has already been mentioned Another was 
John Durand, listed in the New York directory in 
1821 as an engraver at 27 Provost St. (the address of 
A. B. Durand also), of whom Stauffer writes as fol- 
lows: 


Durand, John 

Two well-engraved vignettes on the title pages of the 
works of William Cowper and Thomas Gray, published in 
New York by R. & W. A. Bartow, but undated, are signed 
Engraved by. J. Durand 


In answer to a query, Mr. John Durand, of Nice, Italy, and 
son of Asher B. Durand, writes that these vignettes were 
engraved by John Durand, a younger brother of A. B 
Durand, who died about 1820, aged twenty-eight years 
Mr. Durand says that his father always maintained that his 
brother John was the most talented member of the family 
at the time of his death. 


There was also William Durand, and according to 
Stauffer, “This nephew of A. B. Durand was a man of 
considerable mechanical ability. He was engraving 
for bank-note companies in New York in 1850.” He is 
listed in the directories from 1850 to 1855 either as an 
engraver or as an artist. His name is not found on the 
incomplete Durand family chart that we have seen, 
which lists all the children of Cyrus but not those of 
his brothers. 


Then we find Elias Wade Durand, another son of 
Cyrus, first listed as an engraver in 1846 at 71 Nassau 
St. He afterwards turned to painting, studying under 
his uncle, A. B. Durand, and is listed as an artist in 
1857; but for reasons of health he was compelled to 
abandon all activity of this sort in favor of a more 
outdoor life. 


And there may have been others; the Durands were 
indeed a talented family.

| am addressing here the ASDA cards. Although | 
have some of these, I do not collect them, so I wish to 
express my thanks, again, to Dick Moore (1754) and 
to Larry Dodson (160) for providing photocopies.

As I do not have all these cards, | have chosen NOT 
to include their dimensions, which are nominally 8” 
x 6”. Many of the photocopies had no black back- 
ground so it was impossible to measure them. With 
the cards I do have, the dimensions vary down to 
7.5” horizontally, and up to 6.125” vertically. 


The cards are offset printed in color. The card stock 
also varies in thickness and, as can readily be seen, in 
layout design. In many instances, the actual show 
name has been eliminated and, in some cases, only 
the month of the show is provided. 


The early symmetrical designs soon gave way to 
asymmetrical placement of the enlarged, printed 
stamps, presumably to allow sufficient space for the 
application of topical stamps and cancellations. A bit 
later, the text was also shifted off center. 


It is unclear if the stamps depicted were related to a 
particular show theme or were simply selected for 
“interest.” More recent cards appear to have some 
relation to FDOI stamps released at the show(s). 


I have always assumed that the abbreviation “PEX” 
meant “philatelic exhibition,” whereas “EXPO” 
meant “exposition.” That is what I have interpreted 
here. (Sometimes it gets confused.) In many cases | 
have used the generic phrase “Postage Stamp Show” 
as there is usually no indication on the card if the 
show title used the words “Philatelic...”. 


In most cases I have used the first day of the show as 
the date of issue, although some might have been 
issued over the course of the show, e.g. AMERIPEX.

| have tried to assign the (annual) number of the 
show, because in many instances this is not included 
on the card. This is compounded by the fact that 
although the show may be “annual,” in some years 
apparently no card was issued. It is further confused 
by the change in name at least as used on the card(s). 
For example, the use of “ASDA” or “NATIONAL” 
are interchangeable. (See B43 and ASDA17, issued 
for the same show. These two cards also bear differ- 
ent show dates: B43, 15-20 November; ASDA17, 
starts on 16 November. This may be part of the rea- 
son that the BEP stopped listing first days, and in 
some cases, not even the month.) 


| was also interested to see how the names for the 
shows have varied over time. The ASDA ran the 
show INTERPEX in New York, up until 1991. 
Apparently, the “International” became a problem. It 
also ran ASDA/NATIONAL, STAMP FAIR and 
STAMP FESTIVAL These have, of course, been 
superceded by the MEGA-EVENT shows.

If you weren't paying attention you probably missed 
it. Loyal eBay surfers were the lucky ones...or not so 
lucky, in this case. Earlier this spring, the scripophi- 
latelic equivalent of a shooting star flared for a 
moment, then winked out. 


A random search for intaglio exposition material in 
late April, turned up an amazing find: eBay item 
number 3971652739. This was the write-up: 


“You are bidding on a Panama-California Exposition 
Print Plate along with a print [next page] made from 
the Plate! The print is titled “U.S.S. San Diego, 
PANAMA-CALIFORNIA EXPOSITION, JANUARY 
1, TO DECEMBER 31, 1915.” 


“This plate is used in the Intaglio process of creating 
prints. Intaglio plates are acid etched to have a 
reversed negative image recessed within the metal 
surface. Ink is applied to the surface of the etching 
and rubbed into the grooves of the plate. The surface 
ink is removed, leaving ink within the etched recess- 
es. Paper is then placed over the plate and pressure 
is applied, resulting in the fine detailing demonstrat- 
ed in the print shown. 


“This plate is numbered 47164. The plate has been 
used and shows the expected wear associated with 
print production. The plate measures 8 X 11 inches. 
The print measures is 7 X 10 inches. Item Weight: 5 
Ibs.” 





Accompanying the description were several photos 
of the plate and the print, and while there was no 
mention of the Bureau of Engraving & Printing in the 
write-up or elsewhere, this was clearly the original 
plate for FB1915C(a)! 


Two other high-roller SCCS members had also dis- 
covered the item and placed bids, which to me 
spelled “hopeless cause.” Still, it would make for an 
interesting bidding war to watch from the sidelines. 





Alas, it was not to be. 


Checking back a few days later, I was astonished to 
discover that the item had abruptly become 
“unavailable for sale” well before the auction was 
scheduled to close“an absolute no-no in the world of 
eBay. So I wrote the seller to learn the reason. They 
replied: 


“The Treasury Dept. visited us on Friday and indi- 
cated that the plate had been missing from its inven- 
tory for decades. It was confiscated. Thus, no plate to 
sell. Sorry to have disappointed you. We were sur- 
prised, to say the least.” 


Pressing further, I asked if there had been any com- 
pensation. 


“No compensation, but an interesting afternoon! We 
are an eTrader. The plate belonged to a consignor for 
whom we have sold many items. She is an avid col- 
lector and purchased the plate from a dealer some- 
time ago. The interesting thing is that the item has 
“floated” around the DC area, from where it was 
“borrowed” for 90 years.” 


Ninety years! There’s obviously more to this story, 
but sadly that was as far as I could trace it. Perhaps 
some ancient collector in Silver Spring or Arlington 
knows the rest of the secret. I’d certainly like to hear 
it. 


At any rate, with the plate back in the hands of the 
BEP, an excellent opportunity exists for a hot-ticket 
spider press proof. I suspect the plate would be 
guarded a little more closely this time.

The American Numismatic Association (ANA) World's Fair of Money Show Intaglio Print card features 
the back of the Series 1882 $10 National Currency Note and a vignette from Yosemite National Park 


The back of the Series 1882 $10 National Currency Note (Miscellaneous dic #43, #2717) was engraved 
hy George Frederick Cumming Smillie. This National Currency design is from the first issue of the 
Second Charter Period (1882-1908). The Second Charter Period consisted of three issues of notes in 
denominations of $5, $10, $20, $50 and $100 that varied in the color of the seal on the face and the 
design of the back. National Bank Notes were authorized by the National Currency Act of February 25, 
1863 and the National Banking Act of June 3, 1864. The legislation required banks to purchase and 
place U.S. Government securities on deposit with the Government in order to be chartered as “national 
banks” by the Comptroller of the Currency. Charters were granted for renewable, 20-year periods. As 
chartered institutions, banks could then issue new, standardized notes that would be accepted and rec- 
ognized by national banks across the country.

The vignette of Yosemite National Park (Miscellaneous die #12304) depicts Yosemite Valley, Yosemite 
National Park, California, and was engraved by Frederick Pauling in 1931. This vignette was used on 
the face of various Consolidated Federal Farm Loan Bonds and the face of Federal Farm Mortgage 
Corporation Bonds. It appears that the Bureau printed these types of bonds in the mid-1930s

(2) This card is still listed on their web site, moneyfactory.com, as of 5 June 2005. The other two cards issued 
in 2004 are no longer listed. 

(3) The original "subscription" price for the five (5) cards was listed at $85.00, which they indicated was 
$27.50 less than the individual card price. (As of 4 September 2005 the "subscription" price was still 
available.)
